and he passed through the devastated, 
tetritor> on his return. It Is believed 
Mr Sayler was the tlrat autoist to 
teach Bismarck after passing through 
the district 
Mr Sayler reached Beach Saturday 


noon, after having been in'u hail and 
rain storm at Carlyle, Montana. 
, 


Could Swim a Horse 
"Beach.was a-town tilled with rub-, 


blsh and drift wood," said Ml Sayler ' 
"Wooden sidewalks hud been Bout 
Ing' around In the water and they 
were found most any place after the 
waiter leceded. At .one point west of 
the Golden Valley hotel there had 
been enough water in the streets for 
a horse to swim In. The Golden Val- 
ley Lumber company bad lust put a 
curtbad of cement In a storehouse 
The watei lose live feet in the place, 
destroying most of th'e cement."

"It seems 


almost unbelievable, but ont can be 
lieve these things after seeing results

'No. 7 had gone over the track near
